It may. ha assumed that the provincial govern¬ 
ment was favorable to those proposals, but its hands 
ware tied by the unfavorable reaction of the Ottawa 
representatives who were acting under instructions 
from (he federal capital. Obviously, if the matter 
had been allowed to rest between the sinkers and the 
provincial government, in the light of Premier Gard¬ 
iner's statement the si t uat io n would have been cleared 
aatisfactorily. The clash occurred hours later, when an 
apen-air mass meeting, attended by 3,000 people, was 
•barged by steel-helmeted Dominion Mounted Police 
aad the city police, and in the fighting which followed 
one police detective of Regina was lulled, one hun¬ 
dred were wounded by bullets and missiles, includ¬ 
ing a number of citizens and visitors to the city, while 
property was damaged to the eatent of $25,000. 
It is estimated that there were 1,600 strikers at the 
gathering, so there must have been almost aa many 
Regina citizens and visitors in the crowd. 

Premier Gardinei't recital of the proposals made 
by the strikers in the morning puts the immediate 
responsibility lor the outbreak right up to Ottawa. 
There was nothing in the proposals which should not 
have been accepted. The sinkers offered to disperse, 
return to their camps or homes either under their own 
organization or under the direction of the provincial 
government. TRe refusal of Ottawa to permit them 
to disperse in either of these circumstances furnishes 
a sinister commentary on the whole messy business, 
•specially when it was followed by a charge of steel- 
helmeted police on an open-air mass meeting. It is 
• matter which should be ventilated in Parliament 
at once, for it looks like deliberate provocation of 
trouble by the federal authorities. 

It ia worth noting here that Premier Gardiner 
has protested to Ottawa against the way in which 
the Dominion has handled the relief camp strike situa¬ 
tion since it shifted to Saskatchewan, and which even 
peached the point of the federal police under the 
authority of a Dominion order-ia-cotmcil going around 
to farmers and warning them against providing assist¬ 
ance to the strikers in facilitating their march eastward. 
After all. this is Canada, not Germany or Russia or 
Italy. Canada will tolerate neither Fascism nor 
Communism. 

There was no occasion for the frantic policy 
of the federal government over this relief camp strike. 

It ia true the strikers include e number of young 
hot-heads who no doubt have been filled with the 
nostrums of communism by Evans and his aides, but 
it abo is true that they comprise a lot of good Can¬ 
adians who have been made desperate by the utter
